APPLE PROCESSING 
DISCUSSED BY NAI 


HE possibilities for processed ap- 

ples was the topic of discussion 
which ratsed the interest of delegates 
at the 16th annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Apple Institute, held in Boston, 
June 14-16. Last season 14 million 
bushels of apples were processed for 
sauce and slices. This was greater than 
the record amount of 13.4 million 
bushels canned in 1946. 

Movement from canners has been 
so good that little carryover is ex- 
pected. One reason for this, it was 
pointed out, is that canners are begin- 
ning to push apples as a regular line. 
Four Eastern canners have started ad 
vertising apples extensively. Also, the 
quality of canned apples has increased 
since the war when some inferior 
packs were put on the market. And 
there are still markets which consume 
relatively small amounts of canned 
apples. It is estimated that if people 
all over the United States consumed 
as much sauce as the people in the 
Baltimore, Washington, Philadelphia 
area, 35 million bushels of apples 
would be needed to supply the de- 
mand 

There was considerable interest, 
too, in the new frozen apple concen- 
trate. Samples produced by a com- 
pany called Apple Concentrates, Inc 
formed by two young Massachusetts 
orchardists, Jonathan Davis and Na 
than Chandler, were distributed to 
delegates and received with favorable 
comment. It was reported that four 
other compamies (Welch Grape Juice 
Co., Sunshine Packing Corp., Birds 
Eye-Snider Div., and Cherry Grow- 
ers, Inc.) are interested in, or are 
already producing, frozen apple con 
centrate. The Davis-Chandler enter 
prise expects to start large-scale oper 
ations in the fall of °51 

Because 100 pounds of apples will 
squeeze twice as much juice as 100 
pounds of oranges, the possibilities 
of frozen apple concentrate returning 
a tair price to growers seem favorable 
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Present day retail single strength ap- 
ple juice prices (19 cents tor 32 
ounces) make selling apples for juice 
a salvage proposition tor growers 

The opening day of the meeting 
heard delegates fram 21 apple grow- 
ing states estimate this season’s crop 
production at 110 million bushels, 23 
million below 1949 and 22 million 
above the short crop of 1948. By vari 
eties, the report indicated a good crop 
of Delicious in the Northwest but light 
elsewhere, McIntosh 34 of last vear, 
Jonathan down, and processing vari- 
eties heavier than 1949 in Virgima but 
lighter elsewhere. The season is esti- 
mated at seven to 10 days late for 
most of the major apple producing 
areas. 

Following the first day’s meeting, 
the group of 100 delegates toured 
orchards in Massachusetts’ Nashoba 
Valley before gomg to Swampscott, 
Mass.. for the tinal day when secre- 
tary-managers of member organiza 
tions reported their plans for apple 
promotion. Although some time was 
devoted to the export outlook, the 
conclusion was that any overseas ship- 
ments should be regarded as an addi 
tional dividend and not as something 
that can be counted on

HEN FULLY RIPE, the peach 

is one Of the most attractive 
fruits. At this stage, however, it is so 
delicate that it cannot be sent to dis- 
tant markets in the bushel basket or 
box without serious loss or injury. For 
this reason, we have adopted the prac- 
tice of picking it before it is fully 
ripe in order to increase the carrying 
capacity of the pack. These picking 
stages are referred to in such terms as 
green, hard-ripe, firm-ripe, tree-ripe, 
and soft-ripe, depending upon what 
time in the last week or so of the final 
swell the picking is done. 

The point which is giving those in 
the peach deal concern just now is 
that, while immature picking results 
in greater carrying capacity in the 
pack, some sacrifice has to be made in 
yield, quality, and attractiveness in 
order to obtain it. When picked fully 
rounded out and well colored, the 
peach has competitive value in the 
market. Its outward appearance tells 
the whole story as to its ripeness and 
quality. 

The analyses which have been made 
of the build up of quality as the peach 
matures from green to soft-ripe show 
a rapid increase in the sugar content. 
When the fruit is picked green, it 
reaches the consumer before the color 
has developed and with no more than 
60 to 75 per cent of its potential quali- 
ty. With this much of a handicap in 
that part of the crop put on the mar- 
ket too immature, the peach trade is 
becoming concerned about the posi- 
tion of this commodity in the nation’s 
food supply. 

Why do we have a green peach 
problem, and why has maturity proven 
to be so difficult to deal with? Let's 
explore the various aspects of matur- 
ity at picking time in relation to sub- 
sequent events. Every grower knows 
that all of the peaches on a tree do not 
ripen at the same time. When some 
are ripe enough to pick, others are 
still green. Those peaches with split 
pits in the exposed positions usually 
come along first. The problem to be 
dealt with by the picking foreman is to 
get a crew to start with the ripest 
peaches and work back to a certain 
stage of maturity—hard-ripe or firm- 
ripe. and no farther. 

The main source of green peaches, 
however, does not come from that 
small percentage of the crop which is

: 


inadvertently pulled too green; such 
fruit can be thrown out in grading 
without serious loss. The trouble 
comes when the entire lot is picked 
too green. However, the fact that 
many of the growers do such a good 
job in the different peach areas shows 
that the proper maturity level can be 
maintained from start to finish by 
good management in either the basket 
or box areas. 

One thing should be made clear: 
the green peach problem can be licked 
only at the orchard. The best place for 
a green peach is on the tree—two or 
three days longer. It is possible to 
operate the entire peach deal above 
the green or immature level. This 
point has been well covered by one ex- 
perienced veteran of the peach deal in 
the statement, “Every grower knows 
when peaches are picked too green.” 


Temperature Control 


In the experiments at the I!linois 
station, firmness in Elberta was stud- 
ied in relation to both maturity and 
temperature as will be seen from a 
study of the following table.

It wall be observed in the set-up ot 
this table that peaches picked at three 
stages of maturity were held in stor- 
age at temperatures ranging from 37° 


F. to 90° F. The speed with which 
ripening took place at the different 
temperatures was measured, roughly, 
by a pressure tester at about three-day 
intervals. Many comparisons can be 
made from the figures summarized in 
the table, but a few are of special in- 
terest in connection with the green 
peach problem. For instance, it will 
be observed that at 37° F. the firmness 
of the green peach held up well for 
two weeks, August 11 to August 25. 
The firm-ripe peaches at this same 
temperature held up well from August 
11 to August 19, over a week. As 
would be expected, the tree-ripe lot 
lost firmness more rapidly ; and, at the 
end of five days, the pressure reading 
was $.3 pounds. This is in line with 
grower experience with the peach and 
expiains why green picking is used to 
get carrying capacity. 

\t the higher temperatures all 
stages of maturity softened quickly 
At 90° F. the green fruit held its 
firmness only for two or three days, 
while the firm-ripe and tree-ripe lots 
went down quickly. This again con- 
forms to our experience in commercial 
shipments. The point of special inter- 
est, however, is that at 37° F. tree-ripe 
fruits held up longer than the green 
fruit did at 90° F. This shows that 
carrying capacity can be obtained by 
temperature control as well as by ma- 
turity. 

In view of the rapid softening of

Improving the pack is the foundation stone 


HE FRUIT GROWERS of Mis- 

souri are making a three-way ap- 
proach to the important matter of 
better marketing of apples. Contrary 
to some opinion on the subject, we 
believe that improvement in the han- 
dling and marketing of our crop is the 
responsibility of the grower. Our in- 
terest in the fruit must not cease 
when the apples leave our packing 
house or cold storage. Furthermore, 
it is our job to do everything possible 
at our end of the line to improve the 
quality of our fruit. We must put up 
the best pack and carefully prepare 
apples for market to help insure top 
quality, crisp, juicy fruit at the con- 
sumer end of the marketing process. 

We can talk all we want about the 
various imspections and wholesale 
buyer reaction to our crop, but the 
final and most important inspection ts 
that made by the housewife herself. 
She is the one who must be pleased 
and satisfied with the apples and must 
want to come back for more. This 
repeat buying of apples by the con- 
sumer, based on satisfaction with 
previous purchases, is the basis for 
future prosperity. 

We, as apple growers, have every- 
thing in our favor. Production is not 
above what it should be, especially in 
the better consumer varieties. Our 
population continues to climb, with 
millions more potential apple eaters 
under foot today and lots more on 
the way 

If we have a marketing problem 
today, it is under-consumption and 
not overproduction. The basic prob 
lem is the continued downward trend 
in the per capita consumption of 
apples. To reverse this trend, it is 
going to be up to the growers them- 
selves to produce, pack, promote, and 
market better apples 

Fruit must be consistently in prime 
condition in the stores to assure the 
housewife of a quality product every 
time she goes to market. No such con 
dition exists today, and if you doubt 
my words, | suggest that vou visit a 
cross section of your own local gro- 
cery stores. [ think such a visit will 
give you the conclusive clue to the 
cause of low apple demand and prices

portant progress in improving the 
marketing and consumer quality of 
their fruit. Our program calls for the 
highest possible production of apples 
of Fancy and No. | grades. Several 
years ago this would have been a much 
bigger order than it is at present. The 
codling moth almost had us licked 
awhile back, but the new organic 
sprays have solved this problem. 
True, we have other complications, 
but they are being met as they arise 
We now know that with a reasonable 
season we can grow a heavy percent- 
age of top-quality fruit 

We also are planting better varieties 
in an orderly orchard replacement 
program. Growers are aware of the 
consumer preference for high color 
on their fruit and the better-tlavored 
varieties. New plantings run heavily 
to the red-color bud sports that guar- 
antee good color which will pack a 
very high percentage of fancy grade 
color 

At harvesttime, the scheduling of 
picking and packing operations ts be- 
ing geared to get the fruit picked, 
packed, and shipped faster than ever, 


with less delays and loss of condition 
in the orchard and packing house. 
Figures show that two days in the 
packing shed at 80° takes weeks of 
life out of fruit in storage and seri- 
ously impairs the grocery-store con- 
dition of the fruit. We can’t do much 
about the condition of apples after 
they reach the store, but we growers 
certainly can rush our fruit into stor- 
age in the fall or expedite handling 
in our orchards and packing houses

where we do have complete control 
of the timing. 

The first important step in the mer- 
chandising of the current Missouri 
crop was the inspection of the fruit 
and supervision of the grading by 
qualified state and federal inspectors. 
This has not only improved and made 
our pack more uniform, but has also 
rebuilt buyer confidence in our Mis- 
souri-grown apples. City buyers tell 
us that they can now purchase apples 
by phone without sending a represen- 
tative to inspect the fruit at the ship- 
ping point. If the grower is packing 
under the supervision of a qualified 
inspector, it 1s assumed by the buy- 
er that he will get the grade he orders

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CAN WE EVER GIVE THE 
CONSUMER A BETTER PEACH 


The peach industry must educate 
the middleman to do it 


By HARVEY B. HARTLINE 


“7 3 IS quite probable that the 1949 
deciduous fruit crop was the most 
expensive crop ever grown and yet it 
sold for prices one-third below the 
average price of all farm products.” 
This startling statement was made 
by Porter R. Taylor, director of the 
fruit and vegetable department, 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
during the recent 1950 National Peach 
Council meeting in Washington, D. C. 
Mr. Taylor, in continuing his talk, 
stated, “Evidently there must be some- 
thing within the field of fruit and its 
distribution which is keeping fruit 
prices at such a ruinously low level.” 
With particular reference to the 
peach crop, Mr. Taylor said: “The 
average of the four big crops of the 
last five years, including 1949, is over 
81,000,000 bushels. . . . If maximum 
production in all states happened to 
occur during the same season, the na- 
tional production could be 96,000,000 
bushels. . . . Using figures on all pos- 
sible present use of peaches, the na- 
tion could, without consideration of 
prices to producers, buy a crop of 
86,000,000 bushels.” 

Summarizing, Mr. Taylor said: 
“There appears to be several steps 
which the peach industry can take to 
prevent an increased production from 
becoming a serious liability to the 
growers. The first step which 
the industry should take is to make 
certain that the consumers are fur- 
nished good peaches only. . . . Much 
fruit is picked immature so that it 
might be shipped long distances with- 
out regard to its fitness to be eaten. 

.. After all efforts have been made 
to improve the quality of the peaches 
marketed and to absorb as many as 
possible in processed outlets, the in- 
dustry must improve its merchandis- 
ing methods.” 

Mr. Taylor finished his paper with 
this statement: “Once growers have 
done their best to provide the market 
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with peaches of good quality, they are 
entitled to receive the maximum ef- 
forts of both wholesaler and retail 
distributors in moving the product into 
consumption at prices which will be 
fair to producers, as well as distribu- 
tors and consumers.” 


The Grower’s Dilemma 

Several crops ago, when my acreage 
was smaller, I co-operated in experi- 
ments conducted by the University of 
Illinois and locally operating chain 
groups to determine consumer accept- 
ance of riper peaches. I let my peaches 
ripen on the trees to a greater degree 
than is generally done and, by previ- 
ous arrangement, the chain stores used 
them in the experiment. 

Apparently the test was successful 
from the standpoint of consumer

acceptance. But, when the test was 
over, I had difficulty disposing of the 
balance of my crop in commercial 
channels because the peaches were 
considered too ripe, yet they were still 
grading U. S. No. 1, as we were not 
trying to pick tree-ripe fruit for the 
tests. 

In the last few years, much of the 
discussion on marketing better peach- 
es has revolved around a “must” for 
handling better peaches in better pack- 
ages. The package must carry the 
fruit with less bruising and it must be 
of such construction that the fruit is 
ventilated and cooled quickly. 

It was generally conceded that it 
would cost the grower more money to 
pack in a better container. The wire- 
bound bushel box seemed to meet all 
these qualifications of the ideal bulk 
package. 

In 1948, I packed my crop in these 
boxes, remodeling my packing line in 
order to use them. I found the box 


easy to use and quick to pack, and it 
made an attractive package. 

In 1948, the demand for peaches in 
Illinois during my harvest was highly

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DO APPLES 
WITH AIR PURIFICATION? 


By R. M. SMOCK, Cornell University 


A“ PURIFICATION of the at- 
mosphere in apple storages has 
been adopted by the storage industry 
to a limited extent. Since the imtro- 
duction of this technique several 
years ago, questions have arisen 
among both research workers and 
industry. This article was prepared 
to try to answer some of those ques- 
tions 

The purposes of air purification 
are: 

1.) To lengthen the storage life of 
apples by removing ripening yases 
in storage 


2.) To reduce the scald disease on 
apples 

3.) To remove foul odors in the 
storage room and hence to improve 


eating quality of the apples 


What are the ripening gases? 


We have known for some years 
that the ethylene given off by ripe 
apples in storage would tend to ripen 
less ripe apples. Work by Gross in 
the Cornell laboratones and by Get 
hardt im Washington has shown that 
untreated coconut shell carbon took 
very little of the ethylene out of 
apple storages. Gross has prelim 


inary evidence to indicate that gases 
other than ethylene (such as the 
fruit esters) are in part responsible 
for the ripening effect of mature 


apples

The accompanying chart illus- 
trates the effect of air purification 
with coconut shell carbon with the 
McIntosh. variety in different com- 
mercial storages. Firmness was de- 
termined with a Magness-Taylor 
pressure tester. The chart illustrates 
the fact that this treatment can re- 
sult in increased firmness of these 
varieties in late winter. All of the 
storage tests were conducted at

means of air purification with un- 
treated coconut shell carbon. Bromi- 
nated activated carbon will remove 
ethylene but in long-time commercial 
tests, 1t has shown little or no ad- 
vantage over untreated carbon. It 1s 
a very corrosive material and tends 
to wet up with a liquid that lessens 
its effectiveness. We need a better 
method than we now have for re- 
moving ethylene. Research is pro- 
ceeding along this line at several ex- 
periment stations 


Does air purification result in firm- 
er apples? 

One of the main objects of air 
purification is to lengthen the stor- 
age life or to have firmer apples 
upon removal from storage in late 
winter and early spring. Earlier 
studies in New York indicated that

A Promising Crop for 


the Yuma Mesa 


U.S. Department of Agriculture 


ARLY table grapes offer promise 

as a profitable crop. For this rea- 
son they are being watched closely 
on the Yuma Mesa. The irrigated 
land im this area of southwest Ari- 
zona is now devoted almost entirely 
to citrus and alfalfa. Grapes, because 
their deep root systems effi- 
ciently recover the irrigation water 
and fertilizers applied, should be 
well suited to its sandy soils 

Many years ago a few scattered 
grape plantings were made in this 
area but were soon abandoned be 
cause of root-knot nematode imnfesta- 
tion. The renewed interest stems to 
a vreat extent from the success of a 
planting of 
Thompson Seedless vines set out in 
1940 on a tract of the Yuma Mesa 
Soil and Crop Laboratory. The vines 
in this planting made vigorous cane 
growth which was staked in 1946 
and trellised im 1947. The first crop 
was harvested in 1948. Data for the 
1948 and 1949 crops are as follows

Yuma Mesa grapes should mature 
earlier than those in competing dis 
tricts. Lo mature in the desert area 
Fhompson Seedless grapes require 
about 2,000 degree-davs after bloom 
ing. (kor grapes a degree-dav is 1 
bh. above 50° F. for 24 hours.) 

In 1949 the blooming date was 
\pril 22 and 1,994 degree-davs was 
reached on June 22. Tests made on 


June 2] gave an average of 18.3 per 


cent sugar. In 1948 this average was 


not reached until] about a week latet 
The sugar should be in the ripening 
range of trom 17 to 19 per cent for 
the berries to be palatable 

The temperatures im the Yuma 
area are about the same as in the 


20 


Coachella Valley and some other in- 
terior areas of southern California, 
at present the sources of the earliest 
table grapes. There is reason to be- 
heve that commercial harvests of 
Thompsons at Yuma would take 
place as early as in competing areas 

However, a new grape that ma- 
tures nearly two weeks earlier than 
the Thompson has come into the pic- 
ture. It is the Cardinal, first released 
from the U. S. Horticultural Field 
Station at Fresno, Calif., in 1946 by 
Snyder and Harmon. The Cardinal 
is an attractive red grape ot very 
good quality 

In all probability, much of the 
prospective grape acreage on the 
Yuma Mesa will be planted to this 
variety. The production would go on 
the market a couple of weeks earlier 
than that of Thompson, thus length- 
ening the marketing season and com- 
manding the premium price usually 
paid for the earliest grapes 

Nematode-resistant rootstocks are 
being tried out by the Yuma labora- 
tory in co-operation with Mr. Snyder 
and his Fresno staff. No. 1613, which 
is most widely used elsewhere, after 
the first season has developed larger 
tops from Thompson buds than have 
check vines of Thompson on their 
own roots 

“Sunburning’” is a problem that 
will have to be met. During the hot, 
bright days of May and June, heat 
and light are reflected upward from 
the bare soil beneath the vines, re- 
sulting in “sunburning” of the fruit. 
In the experimental planting, an esti- 
mated 20 per cent of the fruit was 
lost from this cause last year. The use 
of a cover crop should reduce this 
damage and plans are to try out a low- 
growing clover 

It is expected that Yuma Mesa 
grapes will be on the markets in the 
next two or three years 


AGRICULTURE LOSES 
FRIEND IN PASSING OF 
H. O. K. MEISTER 


ARMERS and fruit growers lost a 

friend with the death of H. O. K. 
Meister, general manager of the 
Hyatt Bearings Division of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, who passed 
away suddenly on June 10 at his sum- 
mer home on Shelter Island, Long 
Island, N.Y 

Mr. Meister was a pioneer in the 
application of roller bearings to farm 
equipment. He was one of the authors 
of the story of progress which spelled 
mechanized farming and new records 
in production for American agricul- 
ture. He was the brother of E.G. K 
Meister, president and publisher of 
AMERICAN Fruit Grower, and Gil 
bert Meister, vice president, and also 
owner of Headlands Orchards, Men- 
tor, Ohio 

Mr. Meister started his career with 
the Allis-Chalmers Co. in Milwaukee 
but left there in 1914 to go with 
Hyatt. His rise through advertising 
and sales to general manager in 1938 
was a tribute to his understanding of 
the problems of his company and 1n 
dustry and to his genius for orgamza- 
thor 

Beloved by men, from the workers 
in the Hyatt plant to top managers 
of General Motors, he was a popular 
executive who led his company 
through difficult times by his own ex 
ample of hard work and devotion to 
duty. Mr. Meister foresaw the part 
bearings would play in agriculture and 
industry and led the way to widening 
the uses for roller bearings in agn 
cultural machinery

DO APPLES KEEP BETTER WITH 


AIR PURIFICATION? 


(Continued from page 18) 


When the results of six years of 
testing in 24 commercial storages in 
New York were summarized, it was 
found that air purification with coco- 
nut shell carbon resulted in fruit that 
was 1.6 pounds firmer on the aver- 
age. The re sults ranged between 0.8 
pound and 2.5 pounds firmer fruit. 
In these 24 separate tests, it was 
found that air purification added an 
average of 26 days to the storage 
life of the varieties tested on the 
basis of fruit firmness. In these 24 
tests of treated and untreated stor- 
age rooms, 46 comparisons were 
made, since two or more varieties 
were sometimes included in a single 
test. 


Does air purification reduce scald 
on apples? 


Results of the last two years’ work 
at Cornell tend to substantiate pre- 
vious results that have been pub- 
lished. Air purification usually 
reduces scald but on a very scald- 
susceptible variety, it often does not 
control it. With perfect air distribu- 
tion around every fruit, perfect scald 
control has been possible with air 
purification. Such air distribution is 
impossible in commercial practice 

In 28 comparisons between fruit 
in air-purified and control rooms 
over a six-year period, air purifica- 
tion has given results about equal 
to that of one-half pound of oiled 
paper per box of apples. A combina- 
tion of both methods of scald control 
has usually resulted in much better 
scald control than either method 
used alone varieties such 
as Cortland, air purification has been 
quite ineffective in controlling scald.

Does air control 


odors? 


purification 


Air purification with coconut shell 
carbon has done an excellent job of 
removing odors in storage 
rooms. When one enters a treated 
room, he is impressed by the absence 
of any odors. The only odor that is 
not completely removed seems to be 
that of musty or moldy wood. Air- 
purified apples have a fresher and 
more pleasant taste, if the odor level 
of wood and other materials has been 
high in the untreated rooms 


Are large scale tests reliable? 


A number of criticisms can be 
leveled large-scale commercial 
tests of air purification. One cannot 
control all the experimental condi- 
tions in commercial storage rooms. 
On the other hand, commercial tests 


are the final “proof of the pudding.” 
We believe that enough commercial 
testing has been done to allow for 
considerable confidence in our air 
purification experiments. To be sure, 
results have not been equally good 
in all commercial tests. This is un- 
derstandable when one remembers 
the wide variation that the experi- 
menter finds in varieties, maturity 
of fruit, and general storage prac- 
tices in commercial rooms. To date 
13 controlled experiments have been 
conducted on a_ laboratory scale. 
These small-scale tests indicate that 
air-purified fruit has been 1.3 pounds 
firmer on the average than untreated 
fruits. In these small-scale tests, air 
purification has added about 18 to 
20 per cent to the storage life of the 
apples. The respiration rate of un- 
ripe apples has been slower as a 
result of air purification. 


Can air purification be looked 
upon as a Substitute for low storage 
temperatures ? 


The answer to that question is a 
flat NO! In some of our trials it has 
been shown with both canister and 
filter plate types of equipment that 
apples under air purification at 38 
F. kept as well as similar apples un- 
treated at 34-35° F. This does not 
imply that good storage practice is 
not as necessary as it ever was 
Prompt storage, prompt removal of 
field heat, good stacking, and good 
operating temperatures are impor- 
tant for the success of air purifica- 
tion, Before some storage operators 
even consider air purification, they 
should check on all these important 
storage practices 


What are other reports on air pur- 
ification ? 

The author has visited a good 
many installations of air purification 
equipment. The response of storage 
operators is generally favorable. Oc- 
casionally, there has been a disap- 
pointment. In trying to analyze these 
disappointments, the following ob- 
servations were made: The operator 
expected too much. Air purification 
does not give phenomenal results: 
it is merely a possible supplement to 
good storage practice. All of the re 
quirements of good air purification 
have not been met. For example, 
there may have been too much ripe 
fruit in the room. There may have 
been poor stacking and air distribu- 
tion. He may not have used coconut 
shell carbon. In a few cases, it has 
been impossible to explain failures 
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Van Doren working in Washing- 
ton has reported results quite com- 
parable to those reported from New 
York. Gerhardt working in Wash- 
ington had benefit on one lot of 
Bartlett pears but had no_ benefit 
from the standpoint of delayed ripen- 
ing on apples. Hansen working in 
Oregon has had marked success in 
small-scale tests on Anjou pears but 
has not been able to duplicate the 
results in commercial scale tests. 
Southwick working in Massachusetts 
has had generally good results from 
air purification with apples. 


What are the types of equipment 
used ? 


In our New York studies, three 
types of equipment have been in- 
vestigated. One type is the canister 
type of equipment. The second is 
the filter plate type. The third ts a 
homemade type of equipment. The 
homemade equipment may employ 
loose coconut shell carbon in flat 
filter travs or filter plates of carbon. 
The air is drawn down through the 
carbon by a blower. 

The conclusions at Cornell to date 
would indicate that type of equip- 
ment to contain the carbon makes no 
difference as long as some very im- 
portant conditions are met. The 
specifications that the equipment had 
to meet for apple storages studied in 
New York are as follows: 

A) The right type of activated 
carbon. To date, coconut shell car- 
bon has been most satisfactory. 

B) The right amount of carbon 
(approximately six pounds per 1,000 
bushels of apples). 

C) Sufficient air movement through 
even beds of carbon (approximately 
100 cubic feet of air per minute 
through each six pounds of carbon). 

D) Good air distribution of the 
“purified” air around the storage 
room.

the fruit in all stages of maturity at 
90° F., it will be enlightening now to 
follow a box of peaches from the 
orchard to the kitchen to see where it 
may be subjected to the high temper- 
atures for varying lengths of time 
The first exposure comes in the or 
chard after the fruit is picked and in 
the haul to the packing shed. Before 
being run over the grader and brush 
ing machine the fruit is still exposed 
to high temperatures. There is also 
a delay after loading in the car in get 
ting the “body heat” out. Then at 
the destination, as the fruit goes 
through the wholesale and retail chan 
nels, it is often warmed up again after 
being precooled at point of origin and 
held at safe temperatures in transit 
If the lot is held in the retail store at 
high temperatures, or even exposed 
out in front in the sun, it can readily 
be seen that when the fruit reaches 
the kitchen a good part of its firmness, 
or shelf-life, has been used up. 


Shipping Peaches 


Fortunately, in an effort to increase 
carrying capacity of the pack, some of 
the newer approaches to temperature 
control promise to be effective supple 
ments to firm picking (not green pick 
ing). Hydrocooling strikes at the heart 
of the matter because of the closet 
timing to picking and the more im- 
mediate reduction of the heat of the 
load to holding temperatures. The 
precooling equipment is an important 
supplement to refrigeration in the car 
lot movement. The new fan car is 
certainly an improvement in the long 
distance haul. Then to these should 
be added cooling equipment for the 
newer trucks. Finally, the top icing 
tests with truck loads show promise 
of safe dehveries in even the long 
haul. More careful handling of the 
fruit all along the line is certainly 
overdue 


Peach Varieties 


Mention should be made of the dif- 
ference between varieties in an anal 
ysis of the green peach problem. This 
spring I asked a dozen or so peach 
investigators to rate 20 of our com- 
mercial varieties on the basis of the 
way they held up in commercial basket 
shipments under all sorts of condi 
tions. We are generally agreed that of 
the older varieties of peaches |. H 
Hale is “tops” as far as holding up is 
concerned; so this variety was given 
a rating of 10. In comparison, F] 
berta was rated & With these two 
thus placed, the question was, how do 
the others rate? 

The relative rating of the varieties 
included in the survey 1s as follows 
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J H. Hale, 10: Rio Oso Gem, 9: 
Elberta, Dixired, Redhaven, Fair 
haven, Triogem, July Elberta (Bur 
bank), and Redelberta, Erly-Red- 


Fre, Jerseyland, Fair Beauty, South- 
land, and Early Elberta, 7: Belle of 
Georgia and Hale Haven, 6; Golden 
Jubilee, Fisher, and South Haven, 5: 
and Mavtlower and Carmen, 4 

his rating of the shipping qualities 
shows recogmized differences between 
varieties and it suggests, also, that 
with those having a lower shipping 
rating, there may be more of a tend- 
ency to green picking in order to com- 
pensate in part for this shortcoming 

It will be seen, then, that the im 
mature peach raises many questions in 
the trade. It may be fairly stated that 


WANTED—GIANT FRUITS 


From time to time branches have ap- 
peared on apple and pear trees with 
fruits of about twice the size of 
normal ones on the rest of the tree. 
Often these “giant” fruits are mis- 
shapen. 

It is now known that giant fruits 
are due to chromosome doubling and 
that all giant sports so far found have 
twice the normal number of chromo- 
somes in some inner tissue of the 
plant. Fruit breeders want these giant 
sports to use as parents in their work. 

Breeders now have giant sports 
of four apple varieties—-McIntosh, 
Wealthy, Ontario, and Yellow Trans- 
parent—to use in breeding. They need 
giant sports of Stayman, Yellow New- 
town, and York Imperial apples. 

So far, of named varieties, only 
giant sports cf the Bartlett and Fer- 
tility (of England) pears are known 
and both can be used in breeding. 
Breeders need giants of Kieffer, 
Anjou, Comice, Seckel, and others. 
Of grapes, giants of Concord, Niagara, 
Portland, and Thompson Seedless are 
known. But breeders would like giants 
of other varieties 

Giant sports of every variety of 
fruit should be preserved for their 
possible use in this new breeding 
work. Fruit samples should be sent to 
the fruit specialist of your state agri- 
cultural experiment station or to Dr. 
George M. Darrow, Plant Industry 
Station, Beltsville, Md

we all have our ears to the ground 
to hear what the consumer has to say 
about the peaches in the market. In 
the experimental studies made so far, 
the unmistakable preference has been 
in favor of the firm-ripe and tree-ripe 
peach. The fact that the local trade 
will take only the riper peaches is a 
straw in the wind. If the consumer 
will pay for the added cost of packing, 
cooling, and storing. we mav expect 
to reduce the quantity of green peach- 
es picked and make the harvest of the 
firm-ripe or tree-ripe peach a standard 
practice. The more ready response in 
the market to this stage of maturity 
will enable the peach to maintain its 
position in a competitive market.

A NEW DEAL FOR 
MISSOURI APPLES

There were nine such inspectors on 
duty during the harvest season in 
Missouri last year, each one servicing 
the growers in a community and his 
time was pro rated on the basis of 
bushels packed in each grower’s or- 
chard. The cost of these inspectors 
and the state supervisory inspector 
was paid half by the growers and the 
balance by the Missouri Apple Mer- 
chandising fund. .A substantial part of 
the supervisory inspector's salary was 
paid by the State Department of Agri- 
culture. 


Market Development 

The second part of the program was 
directed at the market development ac- 
tivity. Qualified field men were em- 
ployed to call on the produce trade in 
Missouri and surrounding states in 
the Missouri market area. These men 
found out who wanted apples, how 
many they handled, and when they 
were to be used. They thoroughly ex- 
plored the potential market for Mis- 
sourt apples and made careful records 
of their findings. These field men also 
passed along the word about the qual- 
ity and quantity of the current Mis 
sour! crop and just about when the 
varieties would be ready 

All of this information was assem 
bled through the Missouri Mer- 
chandising office which acted as a 
clearing house and passed the latest 
reports on to the growers. As _ the 
harvest approached, each 
grower reported regularly on just 
what apples would be ready during 
the next week. This information was 
then distributed to all the produce 
trade that had been previously con- 
tacted by the field men. The list of 
each grower’s car or truck loadings 
was kept up-to-date through the sea 


son 


season 


Consumer Education 

The third phase of the Missouri 
Apple Merchandising program was 
devoted to telling Mrs. Consumer 
about our fruit. On a limited budget, 
it was essential that great care be 
taken to select our advertising me 
dia. The big city newspapers were 
out of the price range for our budget 
We therefore depended on the chain 
and independent grocery folks to tie 
in on their regular newspaper ad- 
vertising when the Missouri crop was 
at its best. This program worked out 
very effectively 

\ substantial portion of our funds 
was scheduled for the newspapers in 
small and medium large towns where 
most of the apples were consumed 
outside the metropolitan centers. This 


was placed through the Missouri 
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Press Association which also made the 
layouts and helped schedule the pub- 
ications. As an additional feature, all 
Missourr Press Association papers 
earned apple publicity in substantial 
volume betore, during, and after the 
pail advertisements were run. This 
publicity featured menus, variety in- 
formation, and other items of con- 
sumer interest. Several full-length 
features about the crops in leading 
Missouri orchards appeared in_ the 
rural papers during the season. Addi- 
tional harvest features were prom- 
inently placed in the Sunday editions 
ot the metropolitan papers. 

lo supplement the newspaper ad- 
vertising, several of the radio stations 
outside the metropolitan centers car- 
ried from 50 to 100 spot announce- 
ments. Many of the growers feel that 
this radio advertising is the most ef- 
fective per dollar spent, and favor 
expanding it for future seasons.

competitive and commercial buyers 
were paying top prices for my fruit. 
But they were also paying the same 
prices for peaches in conventional 
packs. They praised the wirebound 
package and my use of it 
In 1949, the situation was practic 
ally the reverse. Peaches were not in 
demand by commercial buyers. And 
although they had praised the wire 
bound box the previous year, in 1949 
It was not in demand, proving that 
the average buyer, broker, and dis- 
tributor did not recognize its merits 
In this fight to get better peaches to 
market in better condition, the buyers 
refused to explain to the retailer that 
better packages mean more salable 
fruit and consequently more profits 
Experiences like this make the 
grower feel his insignificance as an in 
dividual in trying to do something for 
his and the industry's benefit, in this 
fight for greater peach consumption 


The Consumer’s Dilemma 


One sweet old lady from Chicago 
wrote my shipper and stated: “I have 
tried every year to buy peaches like | 
used to have on the farm, and have 
failed. It is because of this memory 
of good peaches that I keep hoping 
to find them. The many young city 
housewives of today have never had 
anything but the green peaches from 
the stores and do not know what good 
fresh peaches should taste like ; there- 
fore, they are not buying vour green 
peaches, and never will.” 

The average retail grocer buys his 
peaches a few bushels at a time. Since 
he seldom has a chance to buy mature 
fruit that is not badly damaged in the 
package in which it is received, he ts 
reluctant to help us in our program 
for progress 


The Barrier 


If these are the facts—the grower 
wanting to help himself by marketing 
more mature or better fruit in better 
packages, and the consumer demand 
ing better peaches or not buying in 
industry-saving quantities—why does 
a seemingly unyielding barrier exist 
between these two extremes ” 

It would seem that the situation 
boils down to the fact that the middle- 
men in this system of distribution re 
fuse to accept the truth of the situa 
tion or are not aware of the market 
potentialitie 

It is the job of the National Peac} 
Council and the = state horticultural 
societies and grower organizations t 
get this problem into the No. 1 posi 
tion on their programs and start a 
campaign of education for the middle 


man 
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The buyers in the field seldom have 
direct orders for more mature peaches 
for individual firms; therefore, they 
buy on the theory that a peach which 
will not bounce, certainly will not 
ship. 

The receiving wholesaler knows 
that if the peaches are slightly mature, 
many of them will be bruised and rim 
cut conventional stuff-packed 
packs; therefore he prefers them 
green; and, too, he wants to be able 
to gamble on them a week or two, if 
markets necessitate. 

He also knows the retailer isn't 
buying too readily because the peaches 
he is handling haven't been moving 
too well from the stores. 

Is it possible to reverse this pro- 
cess? Can a consumer demand reflect 
into the packing sheds for more and 
riper peaches? Can the established 
tradition of, “Buy them green and 
hold them,” be reversed to, “Buy them 
riper and move them faster” ? 

The National Peach Council's pro- 
gram now is: 

1) Spend more time working with 
retail organizations. 

2) Do more educational work with 
the middlemen toward handling riper 
fruit. 

3) Be better prepared to handle the 
seasonal surpluses. 

4+) Foster and encourage marketing 
agreements as a method of orderly 
movement of future large crops.

IRST of all, you must be op- 

timistic, constantly looking 
forward for better results. Base 
your success on the average re- 
sults of five-year periods. Do 
not let one or two lean years dis- 
courage you. 


In selecting a site, follow the 
advice of your Experiment Sta- 
tion as to type of soil best suited 
for apples in your vicinity. Se- 
lect a site that has high ground 
as well as low ground. This is 
an insurance against frost dam- 
age during bloom. Plant only 
two-year-old trees that will cal- 
iper three-fourths inch at ground 
level and then space them 35 x 


35 feet. This will give you 
35 trees per acre which in the 
long run will pay out best. 


Remember that you make 
money from an orchard during 
the period when the trees are 10 
to 40 years old. Before 10 the 
production is not heavy enough 
to show a profit. After 40 the 
cost exceeds the income. In or- 
chard practice, it is necessary to 
keep cutting out unprofitable va- 
rieties and those that have 
reached the age limit and to re- 
plant with the varieties that your 
market will accept at a profitable 
price to you. In other words, 
keep as many trees as possible in 
your orchard aged between 10 
years old and 40.

sary in order to grow marketable 
fruit. Our farm bureaus and 
dealers keep us well informed 
as to timeliness and methods of 
doing this job. Yearly pruning 
helps to keep trees in condition 
to do their best. This is followed 
by very heavy thinning which 
results in more profitable fruit 
and also conserves the energy of 
your trees which tends toward 
annual bearing. The harvesting 
of the crop is a story by itself, 
Whether you hire picking by the 
day or by the bushel, insist on 
careful handling. Pay a little 
premium in wages, then demand 
obeying of orders. 


\nd now comes the marketing 
of the crop. The toughest prob- 
lem we have to meet is the esti- 
mates of large crops given out 
in government reports and the 
press generally. 


ur best growers are now 
meeting this menace to their 
business by refusing to offer any 
drop apples to the trade and are 
thinking of eliminating the No. 
2 grade also. We believe that by 
selling only the No. 1 grade we 
can make more net profit than by 
selling the whole crop. This is 
our answer to these so-called 
large crops.
